Tile President. 
Executive Mansion, August ü d —8:30 
a . M.—The President has not vomited siuce 
yesterday afternoon, and this morning has 
twice asked for and received a small quantity 
of fluid nourishment by the mouth. He 
slept inore quietly during the night, and this 
morning his general condition is more encour­ 
aging than when the last bulletin was issued. 
Pulse 104. temperature SS.4, respiration 18. 
Signed by Iiliss, Woodward, Agnew, Barr.es, 
and Key burn. 
HOPES REVIVED, 
E x e c u tiv e M an sio n , August 22d.—9:30 a. 
M.—The assurances contained iu the morning 
bulletin that the stomach had reasserted 
itself, and that other indications were no less 
satisfactory, raised the hopes of the despond­ 
ent this morning. The night, compared 
with the preceding one, was a comparatively 
quiet one. The President awoke frequently, 
hut not so often as during the night before, 
the accumulation of phlegm being leBs 
troublesome. About 4 A. M. thePresidentaskevl 
for koumiss, and a small quantity was given 
him and retained by the stomach. Tbe morn­ 
ing dressing showed a normal temperature and 
respiration, and the pnlse two beats less than 
yesterday morning. The wound was found 
to be doing well, and the inflamed gland in 
about the same condition as last night. Dr. 
Reybura said a t!) A. M. that the swelling is 
no worse, and the general condition of the 
President is a little better. The anxiety is 
somewhat lessened by the developments of 
the morning, but tbe gravity of the situation 
is still appaieut. 
FEARS OK AN ABSCESS. 
New York, August 22cL—An extra tele­ 
gram from Washington says : As soon as the 
President awoke this morning a hot poultice 
of fl ueseed was applied to the neck. There 
is now a great desire to prevent the suppura­ 
tion of the parotid gland. The effect of an 
abscess upon the brain is much dreaded. Al­ 
though during the night there was a slight 
aberration of mind, apparent in mutter­ 
ing while awake,

Pepticized beef in very small quantities was 
administered through the mouth at 5 a. m., 
and was retained.

It has been rrmored that his mind has wan­ 
dered at intervals, but this reported mental 
disturbance seems to have been nothing more 
than asiightincoherenceof speech immediately 
after awakening from sleep, before his senses 
were fully under control. It has not occurred 
at any other time, and is perhaps due to his 
extreme weakness. The swelling of the paro­ 
tid gland remains about stationary. The feel­ 
ing at the Executive Mansion this morning is 
one of anxiety, but the general impression 
seems to be that there is no greater excuse 
for alarm now than there has been for two 
or three days.

Tlic Victim of tin* Apaches—Antecedents 
of George Ilnly. 
San Francisco, Am ust22d.—George Daly, 
the general manager of the miniDg companies 
at Nutt’s Station, New Mexico, and who was 
killed by Apaches on the 18th instant, was a 
printer well known in this city, having hefn 
foreman of the job office of the AHn. 
From Sau Francisco he went to Vir­ 
ginia City, Nevada, and soon after 
abandoned the printing business and be­ 
came Superintendent of the Real Del Monte 
mine, at Aurora, near Bndie, Mono county. 
He was also appointed Superintendent of the 
Jupiter mine, at the last-named place. In 
attempting to drive off adverse claimants to 
the ground ou which this property was 
located, Dalyshot and killed a memberof the 
Miners’ Union of Bodie, causing much excite­ 
ment against him. From Bodie he went to 
Leadv¡lie, Colorado, and iu the troubles 
which occurred there between the mine-own- 
ers and their employes, Daly headed a large 
force against the workmen, which Anally re­ 
stored order. Deceased was about 38 years 
of age, and leaves a family residing in this 
city.Consecration of a Catholic Itislicp. 
San Fhancisoo, August 22d.—Yesterday 
St. Mary's Cathedral was, for the second 
time within a year, the scene of the im­ 
pressive ceremonies attendant upon the con­ 
secration of a lioman Catholic Bishop. The 
church was Ailed with the devout loDg before 
the beginning of the services, and by the 
time the organ pealed forth Mendelssohn’s 
grand overture, not even standing-room 
was to be had. 
The procession of 
prelates and priests was most imposing 
The Archbishop, assisted by Vicar-General 
Pendergast and the deacons, conducted the 
ceremonies. The chancel was filled with 
the richly-robed clergy. The various cere­ 
monies of the consecration proceeded, accord­ 
ing to the forms laid down in the ceremonial, 
until the reading of the appointment of 
the Rev. Father to the Bishopric of the 
Sandwich Islands. The Litany of tbe Saints 
was sung by the Bishop to be ordained, and re­ 
sponded to by the priests. Following was the 
ceremony of anointing the crown of the head 
of the new Bishop with the chrism t>y the 
Archbishop, and the investment with the 
crozier. After the “ Elevation,” the newly- 
appointed Bishop was invested with the 
robes of office and the Bishop’s mitre. The 
most impressive portion of the ceremony was 
the procession to the nave, while the new 
Bishop distributed his episcopal benediction. 
The music was of a high order, and the 
services solemn and grand. 
Bishop Hermann was born in Westphalia, 
Germany, in the year 1828, and is conse­ 
quently of the age of 53. He studied theol­ 
ogy in Lorraine, and was accredited a close 
and successful student. Soon after his ordi­ 
nation, Father Hermann removed to Paris, 
where he attended to parochial duties until 
his coming to the mission at Hawsii. The 
reverend Father’s ministry in the Sandwich 
Islands has been very successful, and the 
chureh has at present a strong hold upon the 
islands. The Bishop proceeds at once to his 
episcopate. 
Stockton ilctcl Destroyed hy Fire. 
Stockton, August 221—Last night a fire 
was discovered in the rear of the United 
States Hotel, corner of Center and Market 
streets. The building was two storie3 high, 
built partly of brick and partly of wood, and 
when the engines got to work it was wholly 
enveloped iu flames. At one time the fire­ 
men succeeded iu gaining control of the fire, 
but on account of the lack of water, they lost 
their advantage and ths fcuildiog was almost 
totally destroyed. 
The inmates bare'v 
escaped with their lives. The loss is esti­ 
mated at §0,000. The amount of iasurar.ee 
could not be learned. Ths surrounding prop 
erty was saved by great exertion on tile part 
of the firemen. The building was owned by 
Schmider & Holman. 
Peripatetic Pestilence. 
Oakland, Aoril 23d.—Tie City Hall offi­ 
cials were paralyzed last ni.ht by the advent 


of a man among them with small-pox fully 
developed. The Health Office: was sent for, 
aud to tim the man stated that hehad walked 
from San Leandro and had been four days on 
the road, sleeping iu barns and havstaek*. 
The Health Officer corralled him and locked 
him up in an old hack. He will be sent out 
to the County Farm to-day, and will be 
quarantined in a lent. There is likely to be 
a lively fight between the city and county 
officials, as the city intends to charge the cus­ 
tody of the patient upen the county.

Ther is no doubt but that I kin make a 
good thing uv it l>y organizin’ ni) self into 
a skirmishin’ fund or a relief fund, or most 
anything of the kiud, and hevin’ the Irish 
servant girls and day labrers uv Ameriky 
send me contribushens, but when this jires- 
ent mnvement dies out, where am I ? 
I shood hev to go to work to get up a 
new truble, and that wood be strainin’ onto 
a Amerikin. A Irishman cuma to it natu­ 
rally, but to me it wood be a noo eggspe- 
rience. 
Ou the other hand, I never saw better 
material for a party uv reform, eimeler to 
the Dimocrisy in Ameriky, than there is 
here in London. Ther is oshuns of mate­ 
rial here. Atlántica and Pacifica uv it. Ther 
is more ginmills to the square acre than 1 
ever see afore, and wot makes it better, 
they are crowded ol the time. 
England is a keutry pekulierly favorable 
to popelar uprisins. Ther is a great deel 
of welth here, a great deal. The shops are 
stuft with valuable goods, and the banks 
are gronin with coin. It is coin they hev 
here. 
It isn’t Confederit paper wich 
wasn’t wuth cartin home, or even green 
bax, wich a patriot in 1SG3 lied to steel at 
33 cents on the dollar. 
When it cumes to a popeler uprisin there 
are rather too man suljers about for com­ 
fort, wich are the hirelins of royalty. But 
let the mob take the proporshens uv the 
riet in Noo York in 1SC3, and it wood be 
siDgler ef the luvcrs uv hoomanity didn’t 
git away with enuff to pay him for the 
trouble. There is a wildernis uv wealth 
here. The field is ready for the harvest. 
I shood like * is .‘* >»iy to got my sickle in. 
W at I shel do I don’t know. Ez it is I 
am restin on my oars and keepin a weather 
eye out for wat may turn up. 1 am very 
comfortably sitooated, and am iu no hurry. 
The landlord uv wich I rent my rooms ap­ 
pears to be satisfied without nskin for 
money (my valise looks full), and hev es­ 
tablished credit at three or four public 
houses and the same number uv catin 
houses. Livin is very hi here, but it 
it makes no espeshel difference to me. Ef 
they charge it I am just ez well satisfied 
to let em charge liberally. It docs em 
good, I suppose, to take advantage uv a 
unsoiisficated Amerikin, and ef it’s any 
comfort to em, why let em hev it. When 
they thru chargin it’s a easy matter to 
move to another quarter aud do it over 
again. 
The benty uv London is it’s so large that 
a man uv my time uv life can’t begin to 
eggsliaust his credit in it. Were I a youDg 
man and intended to stay iu London, I 
shcod look out for some provishn for old 
age, but at CO wat’s the yoose ? I can’t ex­ 
pect to liv inore than twenty years more, 
and probably not that, for the change from 
Bourbon whisky to British’brandy hez hid 
a rer.chin effect upon me alredy. But 
shood I live twenty yeera I can’t hope to 
possibly egghaust credit in a city uv 
4,000,000 uv people. Ef I do, then my 
tongue hcz forgot its cunnin, and my tito 
hand will no longer eleve to anything. 
I must confess that 1 don’t like the aver­ 
age Englishman. I hevcn’t made the ac­ 
quaintance uv any ilooks or baronets yet, 
nor hev I basked in the smilei uv royalty, 
but I hev tried to make the acquaintance 
uv sum uv the better class uv comoners. 
They are a very fcawty and reserved class 
uv peple. There isn’t that freedom, that 
deliteful loosenis, wich you eggsperienee in 
Kentucky. I slapped one nv em on the 
sholder the other day in a saloon, and ho 
was actily offended at it And another uv 
whom I tried to borrtr five pounds actily 
hed the cheek to rcfoos me, on the flimsy 
ground that he hedn’t knod me long enuf ! 
Tbat wuz the precise reason why I ex­ 
p ;cted to git it. Hed he knod me longer 
he never wood lend me at ol. 
THEY MIXED THOSE BODIES UP. 
Few stranger incidents have occurred 
within the memory of living man than that 
which recently was the means of causing 
several thousand persons of high social and 
artistic position to follow to the grave, 
with every conceivable outward manifesta­ 
tion of sorrow aud respect, the body of a 
young lady, absolutely unknown to thdm, 
they all the while believing that they were 
paying honor to the mortal remains of Pro­ 
fessor Nicholas Rubinstein, the late Direct­ 
or of the Moscow Conservatoire. 
This 
eminent composer and artist died in Paris, 
and as he had shortly before his death ex­ 
pressed a wish to be buried in Moscow, 
his body was dispatched by rail to that 
city by order of his only surviving brother, 
Anton RubinsteiD, the first of contempo­ 
rary pianists. 
At Moscow station the 
coffin was delivered by the railway 
authorities to a deputation of nota­ 
bles specially charged with its recep­ 
tion. 
Upon tbe same evening it was 
buried with extraordinary pomp. Three 
days later intelligence of a very startling 
character reached Moscow by telegraph 
from Vilna. A noble family resident in 
the last-named city had just received a 
coffin purporting to contain the corpse of a 
young female relative who had recently 
¡lied in Paris. Upon opening the coffin, in 
order to identify the deceased lady’s re­ 
mains, its contents were found to be the 
body of a man somewhat past the prime 
of life. Inquiries were at once instituted 
as to what might have become of the body 
originally expected. While these inquiries 
were being eagerly prosecuted, the substi­ 
tute was discovered to be none other than 
Nicholas Rubenstein, in whose stead the 
missing lady had been solemnly interred at 
Moscow. This amazing contretemps has 
naturally cansed great pain and embarrass­ 
ment to the families of both the deceased. 
It is in contemplation to effect the neces­ 
sary exchange between tho misdirected 
bodies as privately as may be, and not to 
celebrate the interment of the “ real Simon 
Puie” at Moscow by any public demon- 
8tration whatsoever.

STORY OF AN OLD LWiNDLH. 


On M ay 2, ISflii, a man by the nam e of 
Jo h n Ross, who had been engaged in busi­ 
ness as a broker in W all street for about 
six or eight m onths, succeeded in obtain­ 
ing $000,000 from various bankers and 
brokers in New Y ork on forged gold certi'i- 
catcs, apparently signed by th e C onti­ 
nental Bank.

good. 
T his statem ent was sub­ 
sequently denied by th e cashier, b u t a t 
any rate the banking firm sent the certifi­ 
cates th e same day to th e C om iinnw ealth 
Bank and they were passed by th e C lear­ 
ing H ouse in the u«ual m anner and th e 
money paid to th e Com m onw ealth Bank. 
The 
C ontinental asserted 
subsequently 
th a t the certificates were forgeries, and 
commenced an action for th e recovery of 
the money. 
In thi3 connection it may be 
stated th a t th e signature of th e bank 
teller of th e C ontinental Bank, appended 
to the certificates, was executed w ith re­ 
m arkable skill, and the m ost experienced 
experts in the city a t tho tim e failed to 
discover any difference betw een th e genu­ 
ine lignature and thore alleged to have 
been forged.

A N ew Feefumk.—The Health Officer is 
not dead, as heretofore suggested. 
Ha has 
at last had five Chinamen, tenants in the 
Mesiek block, arrested for dumping offal on 
the vacant lot on I street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, iu reference to which attention 
has twice been called in these columns, and 
which is a nuisance so extensive as to menace 
the health of the people in the vicinity, and 
is a standing and blighting disgrace to the 
city. 
The casts of the five Chinamen ar­ 
rested for committing the nuisance were iieard 
in the Police Court yesterday upon charges of 
violating the health ordinance. 
They weie 
found guilty, and judgment of the Court is 
to be announced to-day. 
A strange incident 
in connecti -n with the matter is that L. C. 
Chandler, as agent in charge of the property, 
appeared and sought to maintain that no 
offensive or unhealthful condition of affairs 
existed on I street, and that in fact the thiriy- 
five or forty cubic yards of putrifying, stench 
editing, cholera mixture, about which the 
fu»» is being made, is no u u isau ca at all, don’t 
smell had, and in fact has a sort of L ight- 
blooming cere i’, or ot ar of-ros/s twa g 1 > it. 
The only wonder to ti a rg<nt ;vas th a t ton e 
enterprising cologne 
manufacturer h a d n ’t 
appropri ite i the preit.ires and the precio u s 
dump of i- veet-sn-elliug s .vnr b efo re this 
time for a self generating fo u n ta in of arom t­ 
ics for the handkerchief and hair and a life 
elixir for all ills that flesh is L ir to. Air. 
Chandler was not satisti.-d with the decision 
of the Court finding the d e fe n d an ts g u ilty of 
causing anti maintaining a nuioitic.', and even 
after the findings of the Court had been an­ 
nounced sought to convince the Judge that 
there was no nuisance e x istin g at the location 
complained of. 
The Judge replied that he 
was the judge of that matter, and that 
he 
did

about it. 
Air. Chand­ 
ler 
then 
replied 
that if 
anyone 
was 
guilty it was he, and not the Chinamen; that 
he paid a janitor $7 50 per month to keep the 
tenement houses in the block cleaned out, and 
that the offal thus removed was dumped 
into this let by his janitor. 
This admits on 
makes its own comment. 
It eeems that 
under instructions and pay of the agent 
of the owner of these buildings this accumu­ 
lation of pestilence-breeding offal and putri­ 
fying mas3 has been going on during the hot 
summer months, until, within a store’s throw 
of the principal street and very heart of the 
city, it has a quired a depth of three feet or 
more ; and when efforts for abatement of the 
nuisance are made, it is defended and sought 
to be retaiued. 
Air. Chandler was yesterday 
afternoon searching for witnesses to appear 
in Court to-day and testify that, it is not a 
nuisance, with a view to induce Judge Henry 
to reverse his decision. 
Meantime, the nui- 
sanee remains in tlatu quo, and the acent’s 
janitor continues to dump garbage, and the 
pile still ri-es. 
The ordinance in relati m to 
nuisances authorizes the arrest i f agents iu 
charge of property, as well as Chinese ten­ 
ants.

The question of pumping out sewage cur­ 
ing the winler months over the V street 
levee was discussed, and City Engineer Bas­ 
sett was instructed to ascertain what class of 
pump having the necsssary capacity would be 
the most effective and economical for that 
purpose. 
Application was made by Messrs. Lot- 
hammer and Dermau, lessees of the East 
Park, to have the city sprinkle the roads and 
driveways cf that res' rt, but reply w a3 given 
that it was outside the city limits, aud there­ 
fore beyond the jurisdiction of the Board. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Engineer of

on insect 
pests injurious to fruit and fruit trees in 
California, and in relation to remedies for 
exterminating the same, which volume has 
been in preparation by Alatthew Cooke, 
Chief Horticultural officer, was yesterday 
completed, and the last pages of manuscript 
delivered to the State Printer. 
About half 
of the work is already in type and corrected. 
It is written in a direct and practical way, 
avoiding techuieal terms as far as possible, 
and without prolixity, upon the origin of 
species, but dealing directly with the various 
pests now inj uring the fiuit interests of the 
State, and giving the most effective reme­ 
dies known, together with the best and 
mo -t economical method of application. It will 
be a volume of at least one hundred pages, 
and contain about seventy-five illustrations 
of the several clssses of insects, showing tneir 
various stages i f existence, and also of the im­ 
plements used in their extermination. Of the 
cysts of insects, sixty-four are engraved from 
the natural specimens collected aud furnished 
by the author. 
It is thought that the work 
will be issued in time for distribution at the 
State Fair the coming month, and together 
with the exhibit of insects to be hehl at th it 
time under direc tion of Air. Cocke. This de­ 
partment of the exhibits at the Pavilion will 
be one of the most interesting, and will no 
doubt receive marked attention by fruit­ 
growers and all parties tbsonghout the S'ate. 
Mr. Cooke has obtained the useof twenty mi­ 
croscopes, and purchased seventy-five mag­ 
nifying and other kinds of glasses for use 
during

mass was not quenched but burned itself out. 
The escape of the horde of lodgers was mi­ 
raculous. 
The building W3S owned by Ah 
Fook. 
His loss is about §8,009, fully in­ 
sured. 
Tne upper floors were occupied as 
gambling dens, bagnios and lodging quarter?. 
The total less to building and occupants was 
about 815,000, while hundreds of lodgers lost 
all they possessed.

• J,;_ m e President ttiis morning began the 
lay in a condition which was considered 
lightly better than that shown by the last 
pffi ia' bulletiu yesterday, lie had passed a 
quieter anl more comfortable night than an­ 
ticipated. There had been no recurrence of 
the vomiting which excited so much alarm 
yesterday afternoon. His pulse before he 
awoke at G A. Jl. was down lo 9S. This au­ 
spicious opening of the day seemed to jus­ 
tify, or at least make more reasonable, the 
beliefs of n few sanguine persons, that 
the case was about to take a favor­ 
able turn, and when the miming bulletin 
: pp ared, and it became knovn tint the 
paiisnt had began to swallow food again 
without vomiting or nausea, a faint waver­ 
ing hope took the place of the prof<uid 
despondency which prevailed everywhere 
throughout the city last night. At 7 a. m. 
the surgeons gave the patient an enema 
consisting of four ounces of beef extract 
with the yolk of an egg, and shortly 
afterward, in compliance with his re­ 
quest, he was given a small quan­ 
tity of koumiss, which he swallowed 
ani retained without discomfort. Later in 
the morning, as there were no signs of gastric 
disturbance, the patient was given more 
koumiss and milk porridge, and by noon he 
had taken and retained ten or twelve ounces. 
The exciting cause of the vomiting, viz., 
mucus in the throat, seemed to-Jay to be 
absent. The secretions from the inflamed 
parotid gland were very scanty, and gave 
the patient no annoyance, and the gland 
itself caused little if any pain. 
He 
therefore rested more quietly than usual 
throughout the day, swallowing liquid nour­ 
ishment at regular intervals without nausea 
or discomfort. Between 12 and 1 o’clock an­ 
other eneinv was given, consisting of five 
ounces of beef extract and the yolk of an 
egg, and shortly after this the patient went 
to sleep. With the exception of the usual 
slight rise of the pulse and temperature, his 
c indition remained substantially unchanged 
throughout the remainder of the day. 
In conversa*ion with a reporter of the As­ 
sociated Press late this afternoon, Dr. Bliss, 
who seemed rather more than ordinaiily 
cheerful and confident, Baid : The genera! con­ 
dition of the President has not changed very 
much sinca yesterday, but what change there 
had been was in the direction of improvement. 
Furthermore, he said there was a thingein 
precisely those symptoms which are regarded 
with the most anxiety, and which have a 
more direct bearing upon the nature of the 
case, viz: the symptoms which depend up in 
the condition of the stomach. ‘* One great 
question,” he sail, “ is that of nouri-hment. 
If the President’s stomach will take and as­ 
similate food enough to meet the strain upon 
his system caused by the fever and the con­ 
stant secretion of pus, and to retain his 
strength until the other unfavorable compli­ 
cations disappear, and to enable nature to 
carry on the process of repair which has 
begun in the wound, I think there is every 
possibility of his complete recovery. The con­ 
sequence of the swelling of the parotid gland 
or of the slight septic taint of the blood in 
which th it swelling had its origin was of sec­ 
ondary importance when compared witli the 
consequences of the failure of the stomach to 
a-.-imilate f oj. Exhaustion is, I think, 
most to hi feared. The patient’s stomach 
takes food t -lay very well, and we hope to 
have no furth r trouble with it. The stom­ 
ach itself was not so much in fault yesterday 
The vomiting was camel by the patient’s 
etrenurs efforts to get rid of the tenacious 
mucu* in his throat.” 
Bli s further said : “ The glandular swell­ 
ing is too hard, and shows no signs subsiding, 
although the swelling surrounding the parts 
has pretty mr.ch disappeared. Whether sup- 
purnti ni will occur we can’t yet tell. I am 
inclined to think it will. I do not, however, 
apprehend any s-ri us consequences, even 
in that case, provided we can maintain the 
patient's strength. The pus which forms 
is likely to be of a healthy char­ 
acter, and we shall operate promptly 
by an incision. There has been no pain in 
the gland this afternoon, and it oiused the 
patient little annoyance. In cases of this 
kind, where a patient becomes enfeebled by 
long-continued fever and suppuration, there 
is always a low, impoverished state of 
the blood. It is indeed a sort of mild blood- 
poisoning, but a very different thing from 
pysenia, and csusel by the absorption into 
the blood of the disunited elements of the 
broken-di'WQ pu-\ 
Small fragments of 
febrine are carried into the circulation, and 
wherever such fragment lodges inanimate, the 
vessels bicorne tnc center of suppuration. 
Th6 symptoms of pjit-uiia, such as the 
disorganizition and peculiar odor of the pus, 
the yellowish tinge of the skin, odor of the 
breath and increased temperature of the body, 
are all marked and unmistakable, and none 
of them has at any time appeared in the 
President’s case. Septicemia often precedes 
pyaeaiia, but pyaemia does not by any means 
necessarily follow septica-mia. They are dis­ 
tinct conditions, entirely independent of one 
another. The President has no symptoms 
whatever of pya: tria. The wound is doing 
well. The quantity of pus secreted Is daily 
growing smaller, as might be expected, but 
it is not of a perfectly healthy character.” 
Private Secretary Brown, coming from the 
surgeons’ room «bout 10 to-night, said the 
Presidrnt was resting, and had slept some. 
The swelling of the parotid gland was sen­ 
sibly decreasing.

C h icag o , August 22d—3 p. M.—The fol­ 
lowing are from late Washington specials : 
It is difficult to obtain any news from the 
sick-room beyond that which is given in the 
official bulletins, but it is stated upon author­ 
ity which in every stage of the case hitherto 
has been unerring, that last night and the 
night before the President was delirious, and 
during a portion of yesterday or the day be­ 
fore his mind in the daytime was somewhat 
clouded. Upon awakening it takes him some 
minutes to pick up tlie threads of conscious- 
nes->, and before going to sleep his mind wan­ 
ders. Tnese are bad symptom». The physi­ 
cians seem to make no progress in the attempt 
to scatter the swollea glands about the nectr, 
and they privately admit that it is a serious 
difficulty. 
Some sr.’ey and navy surgeons, who were 
originally in the case, and who were virited 
last night, eoy that the evening bulle'in gave 
them more apprehension than any that has 
preceded it. 
They greatly fear that the 
enemata will not |j lie sufficiently rein­ 
forced to give the President the necessary 
strength to recover, particularly in vij.v of 
the fact that the system is now to be sub­ 
jected to demands that will be made upon it 
by a wound more than a foot in length. 


Secretary Lincoln, who was at the W hite 
House last evening, before he had seen the 
evening bulletin, said that he felt very much 
discouraged. He had seen the physicians 
about noon, but was unable to obtain from 
them any assurance upon which he could base 
a reasonable hope. 
. 
Much comment is caused by the journey of 
Captain Henry from Washington to Ohio. 
It transpired that he had not gone for the 
President's mother and boys, but that his 
mission was to prepare them for a possible 
contingency, and to be ready to start with 
them at a moment’s notice should the worst 
appear imminent. 
The members of the Cabinet have been 
very anxious to-day, and paid several visits 
to the White House. 
Secretary Windom said : “ He may not be 
worse, but I don’t like these new complica­ 
tions. At one time it is dyspepsia, next it ia 
the pirotid gland swelling that causes trouble. 
It is always something, and each time the re­ 
sult ia bad—still I am hopeful. I am in duty 
bound to be hopeful, I suppose, but I don’t 
like these complications.”

Among other things that might cause the 
President’s death, some papers have contained 
mention of tetanus, or lockjaw. A physician 
was asked to day what he thought of it, and 
he said that the President would live through­ 
out eternity if he never died until lockjaw 
killed him. He did not think it a possible 
element of the case. 
More Daj * of Rápense. 
W ashington, August 22d.—All the reports 
from the sick room indicate that for two or 
three days longer the present almost sta­ 
tionary condition of the sufferer will continue. 
A change may then he looked for, but whether 
for better or worse the physician’s cannot 
now say, though they are inclined to be 
hopeful. 
The Prayerful Sympathy of the Pope. 
W ashington, August 221.—On the 15th 
instant the following was received by cable : 
As the Holy Father learned with painful surprise 
and profound sorrow of the horrid attempt of which 
the President of the Republic was the victim, so 
now he is liappy t > felicitate his Excellency upon 
the news that his precious life is now out of dinger, 
and will ever pray that God may grant him a speedy 
and coinpltte recovery of his hca.th, that he may 
be long spared to the benefit of the United StUes. 
The undersigned has the honoi to join m these 
sentiments of sincere congratulation and wishes for 
the President's complete recovery.

A Parallel Case — Another Physician’s 
V iew s. 
New York. August 22d.—The Telegram's 
Washington special pays : Surgeon-General 
Wales, of the navy, his now a case under 
his charge, in which the blood has been 
vitiated from a wound received weeks before 
the President was shot. There is the same 
parotid glandular «welling, succeeded later 
on by an abscess. This again was followed 
by other abscesses, to the number of twenty.

The Corwin Expedition to flic Frozen 
North. 
W ashington, August 22d. — Captain 
Hooper, of the revenue marine 9teamer Cor­ 
win, in a private letter, under date of St. 
Michael’*», July 7th, says : 
We arrived here on the 4th, and go north again 
to-morrow. I learned from Indians yesterday that 
a party of prospectors are in Galowin Bay, on the 
north side of Norton Sound, and we will call there 
and interview them on our way north. I have 
taken on board a lot of extra provisions, enough for 
the winter, if we should be compelled to remain so 
long. While absent on our last cruise, I left a 
boatswain and two men on West Dwindle Island, to 
take current observations, but the weather was so 
bad that they could not launch their boat; so I took 
them back on board. We may have an opportunity 
later to do something. From here we go to Kotz- 
bue Sound, and will take a ruu up the rivers on the 
steam cutter, 
and 
then go north as far 
as we possibly can on the American shore. 
I will leave a part y at 
the oal mine 
on our way up the coast, and let them get out w hut 
they can while we are gone. About the 18th of 
August I hope to go to the westward and see what 
we can iiud. The ice is light, and we have had lots 
of heavy blows to break it a ?. I hope to get well 
north in August and September So far, I think, 
we have done pretty well. We have discovered rcl- 
! icaof one of the missing whalers ; have learned from 
the natives definitely that nothing has been heard of 
| any «me belonging to the Jeannette on the Siberian 
coast, and in addition to thi* we have discovered an 
inland r ot down on tlie chart, near Cape Serdezs. 
The Indians up the Younkon are getting worse all 
the time, and will undoubtedly make trouble before 
long if n *t punished. 
Capt. Hoo.ier refers to the fact of his fir fl­ 
ing it extremely hard work this summer, in­ 
asmuch as he has do pilot, which makes 
necessary hii reclaming on deck twenty-four 
hours at a time when he is near land. 
Political Prosper!» In Ve» York. 
New York, August 22d.—The Tribune, on 
the political prospects in New York, eays : 
“ This year the Kepub'icans are going to be 
more thoroughly and heartily united than 
ever before. The controlling question with 
them will be whether the course of the Ad­ 
ministration shall be sustained. Whatever 
differences there is among Republicans is 
with regard to the appointment of a single 
worthy officer who did not meet favor in the 
eyes of Coukling. But neither Cockling nor 
any of his friends can afford to strengthen 
and intensify the opposition to them. It 
may be presumed that they do not desire, 
and it is certain Ui“y will not dare, to make 
war on the Republican party on account of a 
single nomination. The anti-mom p >ly move­ 
ment does not seem to represent anybody ia a 
political sense. It has no authority to move 
voters to a new party or against either of the 
old parties. The extremely low rates for 
freight which have been given by the rail­ 
roads during the pa«t two monthB have gone 
far to remove from the public mind much of 
its hosti ity to corporations." The Tribune 
concludes: “ It will be very hard for the 
Democrats to obtain a majority against the 
Garfield party this fall.” 
Art Exrlteil Day on ’Change In (lilragn. 
CHICAGO, August 22d.—This was another 
grrat day on ’Chinee. The fluctuations were 
rapid, and excitement was the ruling state of 
the market. The more conservative dealers, 
who have been drawing out of the various 
deals, c-mtented with their profits or fearing 
to risk further losses, say there ia no end to 
the orders that come in from outsiders. 
Everybody seems to be buying, and vet the 
market broke heavily agaiu to-day, opening 
at low down figures and closing up pretty 
strong. This was true of both produce and 
provisions. The difference between the high­ 
est price for September on Saturday and the 
lowest price to-day was as follows : Wheat 
corn lij, oats 4.L, pork 20, lard 25 cents. The 
afternoon call showed great activity, but no 
great change in prices ; but after the call the 
curbstone brokers started a senseless report 
which found many gulls who credited it, that 
the President was dead, and they forthwith 
began to sell right and left, causing a decline 
of two cents. Of course this was not legiti­ 
mate trading, and d.>es not go out on the 
record ; but it indicates how sensitive is the 
market, and how sympathetic it is with the 
news from Washington. The clique are be­ 
lieved by some to be out cf the deal; by 
others to he “ milking” the market. 
FI! Candidate Tor a ilorsevlilp. 
N ew Y ork, August 221.—A dispatch from 
Dallas, Texas, says that at the union of ex­ 
Confederates in that city, at which 4,000 
were present, a man named Grigsby made a 
speech, in w hich he declared that he was not 
sorry that Garfield was shot, and proclaimed 
his readiness to kill the Yankees again. The 
dispatch says : “ Unfortunately he was not 
put off the grounds, hut his remarks were 
condemned to fall flit. He seemed una­ 
bashed by the coldness with which his re­ 
marks were received, and went on in the 
same vein until he sat down, greatly to the 
relief of all who were to unfortunate as to 
li-den to him.” 
The Search Tor Stro art's Rady. 
New York, August 22d.—The Tribune 
says : The detective now searching for Stew­ 
art’s body appears to be the most preposter­ 
ous of all the ntauy preposterous people who 
have tried to make a reputation for them­ 
selves out of the Stewart search. If he reaps 
anything but cobble stones, those who are 
familiar with the inDer history of this great 
crime and its sequence will be astonished be­ 
yond measure. 
Attempt to Wreck a t*a»»enger Train. 
H annibai. (Mo.), August 221.—The fourth 
attempt within a few weeks was made to-day 
to wreck a passenger train on the Wabash 
Railroad near New Salem. The fiend, who 
is supposed to be a discharged conductor 
named Laugklin, was teen tying a rail to the 
track. The train was stopped and he was 
pursued, but escaped to the woods. The 
same place has been selected for each attempt.

London, August 22d.—The Mark Lane 
Lepras, iu its weekly review of the grain 
trade, says : The past week the weather lias 
damaged and j iopardized the harvest. Mil­ 
dew is rapidly developing in the standing 
grain, and the cold nights and hot, moist 
days are causing that in the «heaves to 
sprout. The quality of the wheat from 
which the very beet resulte were expected is 
found to be affected 1 y premature ripeness, 
and the quality and yield are disappointing. 
In both Great Britain and on the Continent 
there has been an advance in the price of 
wheat, not solely on account of the disap­ 
pointing harvest The stock has heen let 
down low in anticipation of early deliveries. 
These calculations have been upset by the 
weather, which entirely prevented thrashing 
from the field. The bulk of the crops mast 
go through the ordinary sweating in ricks 
before it comes to any extent ort the market, 
and practically there is no old native wheat. 
M ilitary Matters In Tunis. 
Tunis, August 22d.—The departure of the 
Bev’s troops was fixed for yesterday.
